The Holy Father pointedly re- 
minded that “the medium and small 
nations” claim the right to take 
their destines into their own hands. 
He added that, after having sus- 
tained “their large share” of suf- 
fering “in order to overthrow a 
system of brutal violence,” they 
are “entitled to refuse to accept 
a new political or cultural system 
which is decisively rejected by the 
great majority of their people.” 

Adverting to.the attempt to 
erect a new peace organization, 
Pope Pius declared that undoubted- 
ly those. seeking it were actuated 
by “the most sincere and loyal 
goodwill,” but warned against any 
spirit of oppression. His Holiness 
noted addresses by “responsible 
men” in recent weeks, which, he 
said, indicated they aim “at the 
triumph of right, not merely as a 
political goal but even more as a 
moral duty.” 


The peace must be built and con- 
solidated “in sincerity and loyalty, 
in justice and reality,” the Holy 
Father declared, and in a spirit 
of reconciliation. “Human dignity 
and ordered liberty” must be at- 
tained, he-said. 

His Holiness particularly af- 
firmed that the world hopes “that 
an end will be put to that insolence 
with which the family and the 
domestie hearth have been abused 
and profaned during the war 
years,” declaring that this was ‘“‘one 
of the gravest perils, not only for 
religion and morality, but also for 
harmonious relations between men.” 


The peace which has followed 
the cessation of fighting in Europe 
“imposes on the whole Church, 
both pastor and faithful, grave and 
very delicate duties; patient pru- 
dence, courageous fidelity, and the 
spirit of sacrifice,’ His Holiness 
said,

New York, June 4, —(NC)— 
Catholics in thé United States, Al- 
aska and the Hawaiian Islands now 
number 23, 963,671, and increase 
of 643,970 over last year, accord- 
ing to the Official Catholic Direc- 
tory, just issued here by P. d. 
Kenedy & Sons. 

The wealth of statistical mater- 
ial contained in the 123rd issue of 
the Directory, also presents these 
facts reflecting the continued 
growth of the Church in the Unit- 
ed States: 


1) There are now 159 members 
of the American Hierarchy, includ- 
ing one Cardinal, 22 Arehbishops 
and 136 Bishops, an increase of six 
over last year. For the first time 
in Many years there are no vacant 
episcopal sees in the United States. 


(2) The number of ordained 
clergymen—38,451—is the highest 
on record. There are 25,567 di- 
ocesan priests and 12,844 religious 
order priests, an increase of 702 
over the 1944 figures. 


(3) Among professed Religious 
the number of Sisters has increas- 
ed by 4,094 to a total of 138,079, 
and the number of Brothers by 432 
to 6,594. 


(4) A record total of 14,302 
Catholic parishes in the United 
States, Alaska and Hawaii is list- 
ed, with 13,463 of them having 
resident pastors. 

(5) Educational institutions have 
increased—despite war conditions 
—by 231 to a total 8f 11,076. 

(6) Elementary parish school pu- 
pils have increased by 32,803 to 
a total of 2,029,012. Parish high 
school enrollments are 278,619, an 
increase of more than ten per cent 
over 1944, 

(7) The number of seminarians 
has risen by 707 to a total of 
21,523; but there are 5,280 fewer

lwo Jima Battle 


‘See The Chaplain,’ For 
Tale Of Marine 
Courage, Character

Somewhere in the Pacific—(De- 
layed)—“See the Chaplain!” is a 
familiar cry in the military service. 
If you see the chaplains out here 
you'll hear tales of Marine courage 
and character at Iwo Jima. 

One of these chaplains is Lieut. 
Vincent J. Lonergan, Navy chap- 
lain attached to the Third Marine 
Division and currently on duty 
with the Ninth Marine Regiment. 
Before he joined the Navy in Sep- 
tember, 1943, Father Lonergan 
taught Latin and religion at Cardi- 
nal Hayes High School. Prior to 
that he was at the parishes of Sac- 
red Heart church and St. Columbus 
Church. 

The battle of Iwo had been won 
and Father Lonergan had returned 
with the Third Marine Division to 
its home grounds. He sat in his 
tent, high on a knob overlooking: 
the azure Pacific. He was writing 
to parents and wives of the Marines 
whom he had seen fight and die on 
Iwo. He was answering queries 
from parents, wives, and relatives 
of Marines who lived up to the tra- 
dition of the Corps~on Iwo. 

The chaplain had a reserved seat 
up front for the fireworks. His 
headquarters was the battalion first 
aid station, a scant 200 yards be- 
hind the front lines. 

He had just finished writing a 
letter to a young wife back in 
Chicago whose Marine sergeant 
husband had died in a dressing sta- 
tion on Iwo. Before he died the 
Marine had asked Father Lonergan 
to write his wife a consoling letter. 

“This is my fifth letter today,” 
Father Lonergan said. “I average 
about that many since we returned 
from Iwo. Writing these letters is 
both easy and difficult, if you get 
what I mean. I am writing with an 
inspired pen.” 


Sgt. T. M. Conroy 
Cited For Service 
With Third Army 


Fort Wayne— §/Sgt. Thomas 
M. Conroy, with the Fourth Arm- 
oured Division of Gen. Patton’s 
Third Army has received special 
recognition for his service. A 
member of the Military Police, he 
is the son of Mrs.. Catherine Con- 
roy, formerly of Fort Wayne and 
now residing in New Haven. His 
wife and daughter reside in Leo. 

On May 6, S/Sgt. Conroy was 
awarded the Bronze Star for meri- 
torious achievement. He also was 
commended by the Associated 
Press for his excellent work in 
handling German prisoners during 
the drive into Germany. He is 
entitled to wear the Presidential 
Unit Citation, awarded to the 
Fourth, for “extraordinary tact- 
ical accomplishment during Decem- 
ber 22 to Mar. 27.” When the ci- 
tation was awarded in March, this 
made the Fourth Armored, the 
second complete U. S. division in 
history to be so cited. The divi- 
sion was referred to by the Nazis 
as, “America’s Elite Fourth Pan- 
zer.” §&/Sgt. Conroy, who enter- 
ed the Army in November 1940, 
has been in the European theater 
for 18 months.

But the writer 
fails te see that to believe that 
Christ was as truly subject to 
temptation as other men is ‘equiva- 
lent to a denial of His divinity.’” 


The question asked of the 700 
ministers and theological students 
was whether Christ “was as truly 
subject to temptation as were 
ether men.’ Evidently the meaning 
was, “was He subject to interior 
temptations or temptations of the 
flesh.” The answer must be “No,” 
because inclination to evil is a 
consequence of Original] Sin, which, 
certainly, Christ did not inherit. In 
fact, He came to conquer sin and 
the devil and, therefore, could not

“If the Catholic Church had in- 
terfered with the authority of the 
State,” declared this Senator, “and 
browbeaten candidates, legislators 
and other public officials as the 
clerical leaders of the Prohibition 
Movement have done, the whole 
country would long ago have been 
aflame. It has done nothing of the 
sort and has, in many respects, 
set an example of dignity and wis- 
dom in its relations to the state, 
which might be well imitated by 


the sectarian extremists in our 
Protestant communions.” 
“If,” continued the Senator, 


“there is any Vatican prejudicing 
the freedom of our political living, 
it is not the ancient Vatican of 
Rome.” 

The New York World, in Febru- 
ary, 1927, commented on a “Clip 
Sheet” issued by the Board of Tem- 
perance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. On that sheet acceptable 
and unacceptable candidates for 
high political offices were listed. 
The World editor wrote: 


“There are old-fashioned clergy- 
men who might think that the 
politics of the Democratic candi- 
dates and the question of who can 
or cannot be elected are no busi- 
ness of the church.

recent years had as many of those “episodes” throughout his 
career as did the late John Getchell, who died recently in his 
Minneapolis home of a heart attack. There never was any

questioning the honesty, integrity> 


or ability of Getchell, but on more 
than one occasion he found him- 
self right in the middle of a sit- 
uation that attracted nation-wide 
attention, and brought a storm of 
criticism down upon his head. 

The most widely publicized of 
all oceurred in the Notre Dame- 
Carnegie Tech football game in 
the Notre Dame stadium in 1938. 
Getchell was referee of that 
game, which was one of the most 
rugged I have ever seen. Tech, 
coached by Bill Kern, who had 
just finished a long stint as play- 
er and coach under Dr. Jock 
Sutherland at Pitt, came up with 
a powerful team that year. 
Notre Dame, too, was excep- 
tionally strong at the time, and 
when the two old rivals met 
there was, to put it rather mild- 
ly, no love lost. 

They fought through the first 
three quarters without either 
side seriously threatening the 
other’s goal line, and after four 
minutes of the fourth quarter 
had elapsed there came the de- 
cision by Getchell which touched 
off one of the most unusual scen- 
es I have ever noted on a col- 
lege football field. 


Tech had the ball on its own 48- 
yard line, fourth down and two 
yards to go. I noticed the Tech 
quarterback, Paul Friedlander, 
leave the huddle a couple of times 
to go back for a word with Referee 
Getchell, but at that time didn’t 
know, of course, what was trans- 
piring. Then, I noticed that Tech 
was lining up for a running play 
on fourth down, instead of punt- 
ing. All of us in the press box 


‘were mystified, because we knew 


it was fourth down and that Tech 
was taking a dangerous chance in 
rurfhing the ball instead of punt- 
ing. We thought the Tartans had 
some sort of a trick up their 
sleeves, and waited with interest 
to see what: they were going to 
pull—still 52 yards away from 
Notre Dagne’s goal line, keep in 
mind. 

Well, on the next play, as luck 
would have it, Tech fumbled the 
ball and recovered it for no gain, 
thus giving the ball to Notre Dame 
on downs on the Tech 48-yard line. 
Then the storm broke, and for 
awhile those of us up in the press 
box didn’t know the why or where- 
a, of Carnegie’s protests to Get- 
chell. 


Coach Kern came dashing on 
the field to help his players out 
in their argument with the ref- 
eree, and then we learned over 
the field telephone that Getchell 
had told the Tech quarterback 
that it was third down, instead 
of fourth, coming up on that 
last play. After the play had 
been run off, Getchell then dis- 
covered his error, and so he 
awarded the ball to Notre Dame 
on downs. That’s when the 
trouble started. 
~The Tech players, backed by 
their coach, contended that they 
should be given another down, 
because the mistake had been the 
referee’s, not the players’. Burt 
Getchell said no: it was Notre 
Dame’s ball, first and ten on the 
Tech 48. All the while the argu- 
ment was going on, Elmer Lay- 
den, then Notre Dame’s head 
coach, sat on his bench and the

The roar that followed in the 
nation’s press was something to 
behold. Practically ail the co.- 
umnists who were hundreds of 
miles away from the scene dis- 
cussed the situation at length, 
and most of them arrived at the 
conclusion that Notre Dame was 
to blame for the whole thing! 
They argued that, because the 
referee had made a_ mistake 
which hurt Carnegie, that Notre 
Dame should have taken the 
blame for Getchell’s error. Notre 
Dame and Elmer Layden really 
got a good going over for that 
one, yet I think Layden was en- 
tirely right when he _ refused 
to penalize his own players for 
mistake the referee had made 
and which the Carnegie Tech 
players, by their own admission 
to me after the game, knew the 
referee was making at the time. 

Coach Kern was burning with 
understandable anger when he 
got back to Pittsburgh the next 
day, and let Getchell have both 
barrels, with Notre Dame com- 
ing in for its share of the fun, 
too. However, he soon cooled off 
and proved his good sportsman- 
ship by inviting Getchell to ref- 
eree the Sugar Bowl game in 
which his team played the fol- 
lowing December. Getchell ac- 
cepted and that game passed off 
without incident, so far as Get- 
chell was concerned. 


Getchell was a very personable 
sort of a fellow who made friends 
easily, and kept them, too. For 
years he was director of athlet- 
ics at his alma mater, St. Thomas 
College in St. Paul. He just 
couldn’t say no to anyone making 
demands upon his time; he seemed 
to be busy at all times. 

Last fall, | was talking to him 
after a football game and he re- 
marked that he was tired out— 
and it was no wonder. He'd of- 
ficiate two or three high school 
games during the week, then work 
a Notre Dame or Big Ten game 
on Saturday. It was the same 
during the basketball season. 
Three or four prep games during 
the week, then college games over 
the weekend. I told him that I 
thought he was taking on too 
much; that he should leave the 
prep games to younger men, al- 
though John was by no means an 
“old” man—46 when he died. 
“There’s nothing wrong with 
me,” he told me at that time, 
“that retirement wouldn’t cure.” 
And his nickname? “Honest 
John” Getchell.

‘analysist stated the case, in Am- 
‘erica religion does not suffer from 
‘persecution but from outright 
‘neglect. God is accessible, but man 
‘does not care to draw near. 


Catholics Can Not 
'Compromise With Truth 


As a Catholic your concept of 
the Church then must appear in 
direct opposition to these current 
convictions. You must not com- 
promise with them. Remember 
‘that you, as a Catholic, possess 
ithe truths of Faith. You are not 
‘like debators discussing some un- 
‘clarified and debatable point so as 
‘to draw nearer to the truth. Even 
‘while your non-Catholic friends dis- 
‘cuss the Church in the same way 
as they debate post-war conscrip- 
tion, or the Polish question, you 
must regard the Church as the 
very Rock of Truth. You possess 
with the certainty of Faith the 
Truths for which your fellow Am- 
ericans grope. 

In brief his religion is built up- 
on the shifting sands of human 
thought; yours is set upon the 
Rock of Truth. Your Church is 
the Mystical Body of Christ. 
Through you, through me, and 
through all his members, Christ 
extends his powers to us, willing 
that we use them to bring Divine 
Truth to America. Today you 
have the opportunity to feed starv- 
ing souls with truth. Do not drug 
them with honeyed acquiescence in 
half-truths. You need an awful 
intolerance in the face of error, 
and a fierce love of truth.

Too little 
stress is placed on the vocation of 
marriage; too many Sisters in our 
schools are prejudiced towards 
their own personal vocation in 
spite of the fact that the vast 
majority are destined for the voca- 
tion of marriage and family life. 

“Every mixed marriage which 
involves a Catholic school gradu- 
ate is a direct reflection on the 
school from which he or she gradu- 
ated. There is no denying the fact 
that some of the blame and respon- 
sibility must fall on the school. I 
may be wrong, but it seems to me 
that the first duty of a Catholic 
school is to promote good Catholic 
marriages and let the vocations to 
the Sisterhoods take care of them- 
selves, and they will, if we devote 
all our efforts to promoting and 
protecting the integrity and Catho- 
licity of the home. 

“You as a laywoman ought to be 
more objective. Come out from 
behind the clerical coat-tails and 
work shoulder to shoulder with 
those who are trying to live the 
vocation of your mother and fa- 
ther.

He explained that while the mam 
foree of the Nazi attack against 
religion Was levelled at the Catho- 
lie priesthood, this was far more 
evident in the Dachau camp than 
anywhere else he had seen. 

The systematic cruelties against 
priests In the camp, Monsignor 
Carroll said, were carried on with- 
oat the knowledge of the towns- 
folk and the parish priest in the 
town of Dachau. 

German Priesthood Reduced 

Monsignor Carroll said that the 
deliberate program of persecution, 
¢astruction and exploitation: em- 
loyed by the Nazis over the years 
had greatly reduced the ranks of 
priesthood in Germany — first 
through the notorious immorality 
trials, then by confiscation of sem- 


_ jnaries until now only a few of the 


latter are functioning in Germany, 
and later by the conscription of 
priests and seminarians for mili- 
tary and labor duty in the Reich, 
and finally by incarceration in the 
dreaded Dachau camp, where the 
Nazis waged their way of exter- 
mination against the priesthood to 
the fullest fury. 

Monsignor Carroll was dispatch- 
ei to Dachau immediately after 
its liberation to bring word to the 
inmates of the Holy Father’s love 
and concern for them and to make 
all possible preparations to send 
them Papal aid and assistance. 

There were 2,450 priests in the 
camp, Monsignor Carroll said, and 
more than 1,000 died as the result 
of torture, starvation and other 
cruelties.. He said there are still 
1,100 priests in the camp awaiting 
evacuation and of this number 792 
ere Polish. The others, he said, 
ire from France, Italy, Holland 
and other nations that were over- 
run by the Wehrmacht. 

In addition to the 2,450 priests, 
Monsignor Carroll said, some 70 
Protestant ministers from various

Harshest Treatment For Priests 
Of the thousands of inmates, 
Monsignor Carroll said, the priests 
were singled out for the harshest 
treatment. He said that some of 
the first reports of conditions at 
the Dachau camp May appear to

But even this special rule, Mon- 
signor Carroll continued, excluded 
Polish priests from the privilege 
of attending or offering Mass, or 
even entering the chapel, as the 
Nazis sought to turn the Polish 
priests against their brother priest- 
prisoners. 


The priests still at Dachau, 
Monsignor Carroll said, all tell a 
story which illustrates graphically 
the meaning of priestly charity 
and fraternity. Somehow, the 
story goes, the priest-prisoners got 
word to the parish priest at the 
town of Dachau of their presence 
in the camp. At the risk of his own 
life he many times communicated 
with them and aided them in many 
little ways. The Nazis were care- 
ful to conceal their crimes from 
the scrutiny of public decency, 
Monsignor Carroll said. 


Laud American Kindness 


With the coming of the Ameri- 
cans—and their kindness and con- 
sideration will always be remem- 
bered by the priests at Dachau, 
Monsignor Carroll added—a new | 
life began at the camp. This new 
era was inaugurated solemnly with 
a High Mass in honor of the Bles- 
sed Virgin, and the dean among the 
priest-prisoners, who fittingly was 
a Pole, Monsignor Carroll declared, 
was the celebrant. 
priests sang and more than 10,000 
internees assisted at the Holy Sac- 
rifice. 

Monsignor Carroll’ said the 
priests were deeply moved by the 
visit of a representative of the 
They were eager for 
news about the Holy Father, were 
consoled in learning of his con- 
stant solicitude and of all his ef- 
forts, through every possible) 
means, to help them during their 
long period of captivity. 

Despite their experiences, Mon- | 
signor Carroll said, these men of 
God do not look to the past but 
wish rather to forget it as they 
cgntemplate the future and the re- 
sumption of their work among 
their own people, whether in Po- 
land, France, Italy, or any other 
land, including Germany, where the 
advent of Nazism meant persecu- 
tion of the priesthood. 

The priests of Dachau, Monsig- 
nor Carroll concluded, desire only 
to exercise their ministry of heal- 
ing and love, in binding up the 
wounds of Europe, in restoring the 
life of the Church. Anyone who 
visits them, he said, comes away 
with a deeper sense of reverence 
for the indestructibility of Christ’s 
priesthood and a firmer hope that 
the Church in Europe will quickly 
rise again to lead men to peace 
based on the teachings of Christ, 
the great High Priest and His 
Vicar.

He spoke at a public meet- 
ing sponsored by the Young Men’s 
and Young Women’s Institutes, 
pioneer Catholic organizations on 
the Pacific Coast. Father Conway 
is eo-author of “Goals for San 
Francisco,” a statement drawn up 
by representatives of the three 


great religious groups in this 
country. 
“The ambiguity of the Yalta 


agreements regarding Poland op- 
ened the way to the Soviet at- 
tempt to seat the Warsaw Poles 
at the Conference,” Father Con- 
way said, adding: “The vagueness 
of the agreements on Security 
Council voting procedure has led 
to most serious differences of in- 
terpretation as to the extent of 
the veto power assigned to the 
big powers. These differences may 
develop into the most disruptive 
issue the Conference has had to 
face. 
‘Sloppy Draftsmanship’ 

“Sloppy draftsmanship,” he said 
made it possible for the Soviets 
to interpret the Yalta agreements 
in such a way as to give some 
color of legality to their attempt 
to make the Warsaw Poles the 
core of the proposed new provision- 
al government of Poland, with a 
veto over the admission of demo- 
cratic elements. 

“The current controversy over 
the scope of the veto powers of 
the Big Five might have been 
avoided if the Yalta agreements 
had been more carefully drafted. 
Certainly the distinction between 
procedural and substantive mat- 
ters should have been more clear- 
ly drawn.” 

Father Conway praised the act- 
tion of the small and middle pow-

Lauds Small Powers 

Calling the action of the small 
and middle powers a “coOmmon- 
sense procedure,” Father Conway 
urged that the same course be 
followed in every case where a con- 
flict of interpretation might be 
foreseen. 

“It is especially important,” he 
explained, “that the same proced- 
ure be followed in regard to the 
amendment on ‘peaceful change’ 
mtroduced by the American dele- 
gation with the approval of the 
other members of the Big Four. 

“The American amendment 
would empower the General as- 
sembly to recommend measures 
for the peaceful adjustment of any 
situations, regardless of origin, 
which it deems likely to impair the 
general welfare or friendly rela- 
tions among nations,” Father Con- 
way pointed out. “This Amend- 
ment, so emphatically demanded 
by all religious groups in this 
country, may not be adopted; but 
if it is, complete agreement should 
be reached here on the interpre- 
tation. of the phrase ‘of any. sit- 
uations, regardless of origin.’ That 
phrase as it stands is just as 
vague and just as susceptible of 
many interpretations, as the ntuch- 
discussed phrase ‘on all other mat- 
ters’ contained in the Yalta agree- 
ments on Security Council Voting 
procedure.”
